WASHINGTON, May 6.—(#)— 
A Dies committee witness related 
today that Edwin S. Smith, of the 
labor board, and Harry Bridges, 
West Coast CIO leader, held a 
nocturnal conference over an elec- 
tion of officers for an eastern S€a- 
men’s union of the AFL, which 
later joined the CIO. 

Peter J. Innes Jr., engine- 
room oiler from Bridgeport, Conn., 
who said he had been “dumped” 
from office in the National Mari- 
(CIO), testified that 
the conference took place private- 
ly at “one or two o’clock in the 
morning on December 18, 1936” at 
Baltimore and quoted Bridges as 
saying afterwards: 

“T think we have arranged for 
the elections on the Atlantic 
coast.”’

|required for the establishment of 


Bill To Insure

WASHINGTON, May 6.—(4#)— 
A bill setting up a system of cot- 
ton crop insurance, similar to the 
existing Wheat insurance _ pro- 
gram, was vetoed today by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and its proponents 
said there was little chance con- 
gress would override the veto. 

Mr. Roosevelt said, in his veto 
message, that the wheat program 
was experimental and that. suffl- 
cient experience had not yet been | 
accumulated to warrant its exten- | 
sion to other crops | 

Under the insurance plan, the 
farmer pays premiums in the form 
of wheat and, when crops are bad. 
receives wheat to reimburse him 
for his losses, up to 75 per cent 
of the crop. 

The President said that 
he originally recommended 
wheat program he suggested 
should be extended to other com- 
modities after its operation 
provided a backlog of experience 
in applying the principles of crop 
insurance.” 

He said that a year of opera- 
tion had resulted in “great bene- 
fit to the insured producers” but 
had impaired capital of the Fed- 
eral Crop Insurance Corporation 
by $1,430,000 over and above costs 
of administration and research.

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The South Builds 


Revelation that southern construction con- 
tracts for April set a nine-year record for that 
month offers a startling insight into the de- 
velopment which is taking place in this sec- 
tion of the country. More than eighty million 
dollars was the figure, a statistic that should 
encourage all who have envisioned the great 
future possible to the south if only the sec- 
tion will take advantage of its resources. 

The south, true, has had and will always 
have serious problems. This is true of all sec- 
tions. But reports such as this on construction 
indicate, emphatically, that there is more truth 
on the side of those who see the south as the 
opportunity than with those 
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nation’s No. 1 
who pessimistically look upon it as the nation’s 
No. 1 problem. 

It is only necessary to travel a little in al- 
most any state of the south today to see the 
material evidence of an acceleration of that 
Spirit which has lifted the south from the des- 
titution which followed the War Between the 
States to its present economic status. 

On every hand the sound of the hammer 
and the saw is to be heard. New homes, new 
roads, new factories are under construction 
here, there, and almost everywhere.

Defenses of Paris 
An interesting sidelight into the details of 
modern war is found in an appeal made by 
an organization of Americans, here and in 
France, known as Defense Contre Avions. This 
appeal states there are more than a thousand 
separate air defense posts protecting Paris. 


These are the units of antiaircraft artillery. 


They vary in size, it is stated, some being man- 
ned by groups of five men, while others re- 
quire a hundred troops and their officers for 
manning. 

Each of these antiaircraft units is camou- 
flaged and provided with deep, concrete shel- 
ters against enemy attack. The guns are of 
Most modern type and it is believed would 
provide effective defense against Paris should 
the Germans ever attempt air bombing, on 
large scale, of that city. 

The Defense Contre Avions, however, has 
been organized to provide canteens for the ben- 
efit of the troops in this service, which is de- 
scribed as one of the most arduous and nerve- 
wracking tasks of the present war. 

Mrs. John Harwood’ Bacon is chairman in 
France, for the group, and Mrs. Larz Anderson, 
of Boston, is chairman in America. 

The canteens, or foyers, are of two types. 
For the larger units permanent canteens are 
built near the gun station. For the smaller 
units there are mobile canteens, on trucks, 
which make regular visits to the different 
groups of men. The activity, approved by the 
French government, is entirely American in 
origin, support and management and it is 
Stated that all gifts go direct to the purpose 
intended, there being no overhead. Various 
canteens have been named in honor of the 


; 


donors and thus American names are spring- 
ing up anew, in a new activity, in various 
places around the outskirts of Paris.

The Republican resolutions committee 
will meet one week in advance of the con- 
vention in Philadelphia. This is, according 
to John Hamilton, chairman of the national 
committee of his party, in order to get an 
early start on the job of drafting a platform. 

According to present. indications, it will 
take more than a week for the Republicans 
to concoct a platform with sufficient voter 
appeal to give their candidates a reasonable 
chance of victory. So far, judging by the 
speeches of various candidates for the Re- 
publican nomination for the presidency, they 
haven't much to offer the country in the way 
of constructive planning. 

Tom Dewey, the picturesque young prose- 
cuting attorney from New York, who seems, at 
this time, to lead the GOP field, has done little 
but deliver “prosecuting attorney” speeches, 
with the voters in the role of jurofs and the 
Democratic party as the denounced defendant. 
As far as any evidence of the Dewey under- 
standing of international affairs, of intelligent 
preparation to steer the nation through the 
undoubtedly crucial days ahead, there is prac- 
tically none. 

Other GOP candidates have, in large meas- 
ure, been able to say only that the program 
of the Democratic administration is excellent, 
but would be better administered in Repub- 
lican hands. Which is merely an assertion to 
be taken with several grains of salt. 

The Republicans have been seeking, in a des- 
perate sort of way, for the material needed for 
a winning platform for quite a long time. It 1s 
unlikely they will be able to construct any- 
thing much better in a week of discussion in 
Philadelphia. 

However, gentleman, everyone should con- 
cede every opportunity to the underdog in any 
contest. So, take your time and do the best you 
can. It will, in all probability, be love’s labor 


lost, anyway. 


Another Toll of War 

The world’s sea lanes, in the months 
come, will probably hear more and more the 
tragic call of the mariner asking aid. The war 
is responsible, by calling from the limbo of for- 
gotten ships any vessels that will make it past 
the bar. If they reach their destination, some 
owners are richer and a nation helped. If not, 
some seamen die in the raging waters. 

For the last year men the world over have 
been seeking out ships for sale, any kind of 
ships, for cargo rates have shot up to such an 
extent that the price of the vessel could be paid 
for by two or three trips, sometimes less. 

We are just now hearing, as the SOS call 
crackles out over the seven seas, the inevitable 
result of the calling into service of hulls long 
ago consigned to a peaceful berth, no longer 
able to compete with the more modern ships. 

Only recently there were two. such ships 
in distress off the American coast. One, a 34- 
year-old Norwegian tanker, laden with aviation 
gasoline for British warplanes, sprung a leak 
100 miles off the Carolina coast. Putting into 
Charleston, fire broke out aft the engine room 
and the ship was virtually destroyed. The other 
was the Greek steamer Thalia, flooding and 
sinking 350 miles east of the Virginia Capes. 
The American neutrality patrol rapidly is be- 
coming a rescue patrol.

THE TVA TAX BILL 

(From The Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 

The Norris-Sparkman bill, which would au- 
thorize the Tennessee Valley Authority to reim- 
states and counties in its area for taxes 
formerly collected from _ private utilities, has 
passed the senate without a record vote. The 
measure now goes to the house, where there has 
been some procrastination and tardiness in the 
matter. Chairman May, of the house military 
affairs committee, though an outspoken opponent 
of the theory inherent in TVA, has acknowledged 
the justice of the principle of reimbursement, and 
it is to be hoped that the house will move in due 
time. 

While TVA supporters have indicated that they 
will wait until the house committee takes ap- 
propriate action, citizens and taxpayers in the 
TVA area would do well to renew their urgings 
that this matter be handled at this session of con- 
gress. It deeply and immediately concerns Ten- 
nessee, where state and counties face the prop- 
osition of replacing something like $3,000,000 in 
taxes formerly collected from private utilities.

HOUSE OF COMMONS DEBATE The anger and the fear of 


the British people have 
penetrated to the house of commons. There today Prime Minister 
Chamberlain will answer questions and hear the debate which may 
defeat his government. 

It will be possible for the Chamberlain government to say Nor- 
way is but an incident. And so it is, viewed realistically. Ger- 
many has profited, but the profit would seem only temporary ex- 
cept for possession of air fields and sea bases in the event war is 
made on the British isles.

the losses of both in just one of the huge offenses of the first World 
War. 

So, it will be possible to insist that Norway is but an incident. 

Nevertheless, what arouses fear and distrust in England seems 
to be that the government still is far from prepared for war.and 
will not be prepared for at least a year. 

In the meantime, the mechanized German army, and the co- 
ordinated German plans may enable the Germans to take over most 
or all of the strategic positions. 

The list of incidents is a long one—Austria, Czecho-Slovakia. 
Poland, Denmark, Norway. One can understand the growing dis- 
trust of the government on the part of the people. It is reflected 
in our own country, where shop girls, bus drivers and the man-in- 
the-street discuss Mr. Chamberlain and his methods. 

The Americas will follow the debate today almost as eagerly 
as if it had a definite link with this country. As, indeed. it may— 


eventually—have. 
FAILURE TO PREPARE It is difficult to understand the Brit- 
ish failure to prepare 

They knew in 1934 that Germany was rearming. 
of 1935 it had progressed so far that on March 4 the British 
ernment issued a “white paper” expressing anxiety about the re- 
armament in Germany and expressing the opinion something would 
have ta be done about increasing British rearmament if it con- 
tinued. 

On March 5 the French government increased the term of con- 
script service from one year to two. 

On March 10 Hermann Goering, in reply to these moves, said 
that Germany “already had an air force” and was even then be- 
ginning to build the biggest air ministry of all time. 

On March 25 Sir John Simon and Anthony Eden went to Berlin 
to see what could be saved. 

This was in 1935 and the Allies had known what was happening 
in 1934. 

On that visit to Berlin, Hitler told Simon and Eden that Ger- 
many was as strong in the air within her frontiers as the British 
Royal Air Force throughout the world. 

A long succession of stubbornly willful men, who didn’t believe 
Hitler ever would make good on his boast, may have failed in 1934 
and 1935. But to understand why it was late 1936 before British 
preparation began is difficult to understand. And the airplane 
“shadow factories” of 1937 and 1938 became, in the latter year, a 
scandal when it was discovered their output was almost negligible. 

And so today there are not enough planes. And there won’t be 
enough until the full weight of the mass production in the United 
States begins to go into British ships for convoy to England.

try in the war continues to grow. The 


distrust of all Europe grows out of the last war. It was furthered 
by the war debt problems and the cold, ruthless politics of the 
European powers during the Spanish war, the Ethiopian invasion, 
and those of, and leading to, the Munich pact. 

It seems rather obvious that if we should forced into it 
a later date it will not involve soldiers other than pilots,

These reports said that, in sup- 
port of Churchill’s plan, Admiral |

Should Churchill make such a 
defense against the repercussions 
of the Allied retreat it would have 
serious effects on the prestige and 
perhaps the office of Prime Min- 
ister Neville Chamberlain, who to- 
night was on the eve of one of the 
most severe tests of his career.

ON THE NORWEGIAN-SWED- 
ISH BORDER, 
Sweden, May 6.—(By 
Wireless.)—The Steinkjer road 
from Namsos is the cup that holds 
the bitter dregs of the peace of 


Nam and the defeat of Whitehall. | 


It is the road along which the 
British and French boys trooped 
Slowly back to Namsos. On-their 
bent shoulders will rest always a 
defeat that was not theirs. And 
on this road will rest a mark that 
always is theirs. 

If you walk along this road in 
the evening as I did you will see 
it. Walk in any way. you please; 
it doesn’t matter. You won't see 
anything at first. {t looks just 
like a road. Then maybe you see 
a dead horse. There is nothing 
more significant and lonely than 
a dead horse. It hes stiff under 
the warm sun and looks like 
something that never lived at all. 

Then along further you find the 
bomb craters embroidering the 
mud-rutted sloppy road. There's 
a soldier’s cap; maybe one of those 
cocky’ French berets, but sodden 
and muddy. Or a Britisher’s 
shallow tin hat. It doesn’t look 
and secure any more, be- 
cause it is lying in the dirty wa- 
ter at the edge of the road. Then 
you come upon someone’s boot, 
and the body of a soldier. Then 
a rifle, a kit, a canteen and a 
glove. 

Makes You Sick. 

You feel sick already, and you 
wonder why you feel sick when 
you keep thinking of the British 
tin hat and the dead body. You 
have seen hundreds of dead sol- 
diers before—Russians and Finns. 
Soon you realize that it is be- 
cause the type of face and hat 
are so familiar that it is like see- 
ing someone you know, lying 
there. 

But as you go on, the trees on 
the edge of the road are lopped, 
and there are twigs spattered on 
the edge of the melting, flaky 
snow. The trees look like they 
have been ripped by giant hands— 
stripped, snapped and broken, and 
the mess that remains sticks up 
raggedly into the blue sky. 

You look at the sky. There is 
not a cloud in it, only a bird; but 
it’s a plane. You stare hard. For 
a moment you feel your heart 
slamming your ribs. But it isn’t 
a plane. So you look quickly down, 
and farther along you see a smash- 
ed truck pushed off the road; it 
makes a black, dirty mess in the 
snow. Near it, you see more grue- 
some evidence of battle. 

Bombers Found Them. 

At the end of the clearing there 
is a pox of bomb craters. They 
are big because the earth is soft.

But you don’t notice it 
much. There is something hang- 
ing on a tree just ahead. You 
fall into water as you step over 
a ditch to get to that object hang- 
ing from a tree. It is a man’s belt 
with all those holes’ and the 
buckle with the two pins to fit 
them. An empty bayonet scab- 
bard hangs on the belt. You know 
someone has taken the bayonet be- 
cause it was better than his own.

They got used to | 
that period, and it will take some 
time before they get used to this 
new feeling of being dumped. | 

The Norwegians covered the re- | 
treat for the Allies. But they did 
not know they were doing so. 
They were happy in having the 
heavy arms the British and French 
troops had suddenly handed over 
to them. It was a short-lived hap-_| 
piness, for they found out on 
Thursday night what was going 
on. 

They continued 
only to repel German attacks. 
Then during Friday the Norwe- 
gians began to filter back to Nam- 
sos—or to diseppear into the 
mountains. Now 
no longer exists. 

The people of the villages have 
scattered. Driving through the 
valley you pass house after house 
locked tight and barred. Some- 
times the windows are broken by 
bombs dropping near by, and the 
evening breeze blows the cur- 
tains in. 

You look inside and 
these farm houses just as 
were left by their occupants. It’s 
deathly and weird. There are 
clothes still on the line; milk cans 
at the door. The cattle have been 
killed for the soldiers, but’ the 
barns are still cleared as the farm- 
ers left them for the spring. War 
has put the death’s head on all of 
this prosperous little valley.

One. new regulation, it was} 
learned, will require that liquor | 
stores and establishments selling | 
beer and wine by the drink be at | 
least 100 feet apart, if they are op- | 
erated by different licenses. If the | 
same license operates both, the} 
liquor store must be 1,500 feet | 
from the beer and wine establish- | 
ments. 

An exception to this rule would 
be any restaurant of 50 or more 
seats selling beer or wine by the 
drink within 100 feet of a liquor 
store. The exception also would | 
apply to hotels of 50 or more} 
rooms.
